Breeden, Estberg 
Explain Details 
Of Statements 


Menlo Park Elementary School 
District board of trustees candi- 
dates John Breeden and Edward 
Estberg, taking note of recent re- 
marks by other candidates, this 
week took to the public a clarifi- 
cation of their original campaign 
platform published two weeks ago. 

The clarification took the form 
of a statement whick read in part: 

“Our platform set forth as point 
one, our feeling that the board 
should. ‘initiate policy for finan- 
cial and educational programs— 
not merely act as a rubber stamp 
for the superintendent.’ 

“By: this we implied no criti-} 
cism of the superintendent’s posi- 
tion as the district’s chief execu- 
tive officer. What we. did and do 
imply: is that the School Board 
members have too long been con- 
tent to sit back and leave the en- 
tire burden of initiating policy 
and programs to the superintend- 
ent and to private citizens’ groups. | 

“This, the Trustees have done | 
without bothering themselves, 
either to carry their share in this 
important work, or, where new 
programs have been proposed, to 
make the thorough investigations 
of the them that is their implicit 
duty. 

“We further stated that we felt | 
the Board should thoroughly ana- 
lyze needs for operating and capi- 
tal funds before making public 
requests, and, when making re- 
quests should fully explain and 
document the needs and purposes. 
No more blank checks should be 
sought. 

“Candidate Ben Holland denies 
that the board has ever scught a 
blank check for funds. We think 
Mr. Holland’s conclusion is at 
variance with the facts. Perhaps, 
is a matter of interpretation, but 
consider the record. On Decem- 
ber 22, 1953, the Board—on the 
recommendation of the superin- 
tendent—decided to call for a spe- 
cial election to ask the voters to 
authorize the issuance of $300,000 
in bonds. The $300,000 was to be 
spent as follows: $40,000 to re- 
model Fremont school, $50,000 to 
acquire a site in the northwestern 
section of the district, and the 
balance of $210,000 to be spent on 
classroom construction where 
needed. \ 

“We say this was a request for 
a blank check. We would not in- 
sult the intelligence of the vot- 
ers by asking for such an amount 
of money without more detailed 
figures, as well as facts, to support | 
its needs and uses. 

“As the third point in our pro- 
gram, we stated that we felt the 
Board ‘should represent and carry 
out the wishes of the community 
in determining what the educa- 
tional product of our schools) 
should be. This, to our knowledge, | 
has not yet been attacked by our | 
opponents as being destructive of 
community morale. | 

“Fourth, we stated that the| 
Board should establish a sound} 
business organization for the dis-; 
trict and appoint a qualified busi-| 
ness manager, responsible to the} 
Board, to manage and account for 
the vast sums of money annually

Rolarians Hear Reason for Backing $1.75. 
School Tax Rate Ceiling as Voting Nears 


The Menlo Park School Citizens’ 
committee, after investigating the 
school district’s finances, is pre- 
ponderantly in favor of the $1.75 
per $100 assessed valuation tax 
rate ceiling, Dr. Charles Arm- 
strong told the Menlo Park Ro- 
tary club last week. 

Summarizing the findings of the 
citize.s committee and pointing 
out that the $1.75 rate is a ceil- 
ing, not the proposed tax rate for 
the 1954-55 fiscal year, Dr. Arm- 
strong told Rotarians: 

1. The present tax rate of 
$1.45 and the expected 1954-55 
rate of $1.48 are too close to the 
present: ceiling of $1.50 to give 
the school board any leeway for 
their operations. 

2. The school population is still 
increasing steadily. 

3. Salaries of teachers and other 
personnel, which salaries comprise 
87 per cent of the school budget, 
can be reasonably expected to 
rise somewhat during the coming 
five year period. 

4. The alternative to approving 
the $1.75 rate is to permit the 
rate to return to $.90, which figure 
is completely inadequate. At the 
$.90 rate. classes would have to in- 
crease 20 per cent in size result- 
ing in less adequate instruction 
to each child. Also, salaries would

Fur- 
ther, the Citizen’s Committee can- 
not find enough “fat” in the bud- 
get to make budget-cutting a solu- 
tion. 

7. The cost to the taxpayer will 
not be great. To the owner of a 
$15,000 home, a raise from $1.45 
to $1.48 means an extra total cost 
of $1.50 each year. And a raise 
to $1.75, which is the maximum 
raise possible would cost the same 
taxpayer $12 per year.

Granted the necessity of park- 
ing on the southerly side of Santa 
Cruz avenue, the next question is 
what is to be the ultimate disposi- 
tion of the property not to be ta- 
ken for parking in the Menlo ave- 
nue area. 

The present proposal would 
place all of the parking adjacent 
to the Santa Cruz avenue front- 
age. Menlo avenue would not be 
required to contribute toward 
the costs, and presumably 
would be relegated to apartment 
house status for many years to 
come. 


This would be reasonable in that 
we have much undeveloped land 
in our present commercial zoning, 
and the zoning of additional com- 
| mercial in the face of the coming 
Stanford development would not 
be fair to present commercial pro- 
perty owners. 


If, however, our commercial ar- 
ea is to expand ultimately beyond 
;its present limits, the proposed 
| parking area should take this 
| point into consideration. 


The master plan proposed all 
of the land between Santa Cruz 
and Menlo should be placed in 
| either parking or commercial, 
with the commercial off Santa 
Cruz avenue consisting of two 
arms extending to Menlo ave- 
nue. ; 


| The proposed plan would elim- 

| inate the possibility of such arms, 
restricting possible future com- 

| mercial to scattered frontage on 


Menlo avenue, unconnected with} 


the main shopping district except 
across the parking vlaza. Menlo 
javenue would not be as good a

Trustees of the Menlo Park 
| Elementary School District Mon- 
| day night clarified their positio) 
|on why they are seeking the pow- 
lers of a city board of education 
(proposition 2 on the May 21 bal-

City boards of education have 
several powers which three-man 
boards, such as the district’s 
three-man operation, lack. They 
can: 

1. Fill vacancies with their own 
apointments; 

2. Be more fully responsible for 
the district’s curriculum, and not 
require as much approval from 
the county superintendent of 
schools as the present board; 

3. They are empowered to pur- 
chase common school supplies on 
the open market or through the 
county schools office, whichever 
is cheaper. Currently, they must 
buy some supplies through the 
county. 

4. Board members will be al- 
lowed some travel expenses. 

Trustee Robin Hood asked 
whether, in addition, the “city 
board” proposition allowed trus- 
tees to be paid. 

ASKS ‘CONTACT’ 

He said this matter should be 
| clarified, along with the fact that 
the main reason the Menlo Park 
district board is seeking the new 
| powers is because of the econo- 
| mies which can be effected. 

Concerning public relations in 
general, the trustees agreed that
